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any ornamental tree, shrub or plant, whether situated 
on any private ground, or on any street, public place, 
public or private way or cemetery, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction before) 
any Justice of the Peace of the county wherein the of-
fence was committed, shall be punished by fine not ex-
ceeding fifty dollars, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not exceeding six months, or both. Every such 
person shall moreover be liable, either before cr after Portlier Ulla-
conviction, to an action in favor of any party injured, 
In which action damages may be recovered to five 
times the amount of actual damages sustained. 

§ 4. This act is declared to be a public act and shall 
take effect immediately.
